Washington (LPA).—Unless the people shout loud and 
long, there will be no protection against rent gouging when 
the present federal controls end Dec. 31. 


Senator Burnet Maybank 


(D., S. C.), chairman of the 


Senate banking and currency committee, has announced 
there will not be time enough to consider, frame and enact 
a new rent control law at this session of Congress. 


Housing Expediter Tighe E. 
Woods, a day later, agreed. He 
voiced his opinion the same day 
that new credit restrictions on 
home-buying were announced. The 


purpose was to reduce construction 
next year from this year’s total 
record of 1,300,000 to 800,000. This, 
Said government experts, will be 
an anti-inflationary move. But la- 
bor men pointed out that, instead, 
it will be a system of rationing in 
reverse. Those who need housing 
most will be the least able to get 
it, because under the new regula- 
tions down payments will rise from 
5 to 50 per cent. 

Government experts said the 
move would cut the price of new 
homes by reducing the demand and 
lessening competition among build- 
ers for raw materials. Labor ex- 
perts believe that such restrictions 
should not be enforced until es- 
sential civilian and military needs 
are met. 

Americans for Democratic Ac- 
tion has “demanded that’ Maybank 
Start hearings at once on a new 
rent control bill. Otherwise, said 


ADA, the people would be 
“squeezed intolerably”’ by rising 
rents. 


“The American people, already 
paying higher taxes and higher 
prices and restricted in the use of 
their credit, will be squeezed in- 
tolerably if rents are allowed to 
go up, which surely will happen if 
controls are ended,” ADA said in 
a letter to Maybank signed by Na- 
tional Executive Secretary James 
Loeb, Jr.

ea NOW FOR LABOR UNITY 


Since the 1950 election is now over and those of 
our union members who have given time and money to 
help fight labor’s political battles at the ballot box are 
again free for other necessary activities the time would 
seem exceptionally appropriate for getting down to 
business on the matter of merging the various labor 
organizations that are today functioning in the United 
States. 

The International Association of Machinists is vot- 
ing on reafhliating with the A. F. of L.” What is of far 
greater importance, however, is the ‘move initiated 
earlier this year to bring about a merger of such parent 
organizations as the A. F. of L., C. I> O.. and the various 
railway brotherhoods. To bring about a complete 
merger of these parent organizations is what the over- 
whelming majority of the members of organized labor 
have been hoping would soon materialize. 

We cannot have unity in our labor movement unless 
nor until some such merger is brought about. Now that 
the political election is out of the way let those in a posi- 
tion to help bring about the much needed merger applv 
themselves to that end. No one knows what lies ahead 
but no matter what may_come to a head in the future 
labor will be better able fo cope with any situation that 
may arise by having first established that unity, which 
will be so absolutely essential to future success. 


' INTERNATIONAL FAILURES 


Over the years far seeing students of world affairs 
have pointed out the need of the various nations on 
earth getting together on some program of unity whose 
undetlying purpose would be to establish world peace 
on such a basis that implements of war no longer would 
be necessary. 

Never has there been a time when war Has been so 
expensive and so deadly as it is today. It is impossible 
for a modern world war to be fought without im- 
poverishing those countries that bear the main brunt of 
such a war to such an extent that it will require genera- 
tions of toil to repair the losses and extravagant waste 
resulting directly from it. 

There have been various efforts to establish interna- 
tional organizations, whose founders dreamed of world 
peace. Up to the present time all such organizations of 
the past have failed to attain any such goal. At the 
present time the United Nations is making the chief 
effort of today to attain some kind of a world peace. It 
has probably gone farther than any of its predecessors 
in this direction but it, too, is stumbling into all kinds 
of difficulties. 

What seems to be the chief cause of all these fail- 
ures is that all these organizations become the pawns of 
some dominant nation or a dominant group of nations, 
that proceed to use it to advance its own interests to the 
detriment of other nations. The inevitable result is in- 
ternational dissension that may destroy the organization 
or start war. 


, STABILIZING OUR MONEY 


Unsettled conditions resulting from fluctuations in 
the value and stability of money are all too prevalent 
these days? People talk of inflation and deflation as if 
they were simply something that happened without any 
connection existing with anything else. What the real 
truth about all these fluctuations in the value or buy- 
ing power of the money of any country really amounts 
to is that they invariably result from juggling the 
medium of exchange. 

Banks and financiers usually do most of the juggling, 
but the great masses of the people of any country so 
affected have to pay the penalties that flow from any 
shift to materially increase or decrease the buying power 
of money being used at any given time or period of 
history. 

Since World War II got under way and up to the 
present day every country on earth has felt the reper- 
cussions of more or less violent upheavals in the 
mediums of exchange of their respective countries. No- 
body seems to know how far the manipulators of money 
will -go, nor in which direction they will be steering a 
few months from now. Yet in which direction the tide 
is turned, so far as the buying power of money is con- 
cerned, the future misery or health of our financial struc- 
ture will be determined. Is: it not about time that. we 
took this power of manipulating the value of money 
away from private individuals, who are acting singly or 
in groups. Could not the United Nations do something?

Lately, under the threat of na- 
tionalization, the steel makers have 
been doing better. But, Laborites 
say, 
not depend on the decisions of a 
handful of wealthy men. 

Higher efficiency, too, is a labor 
objective. The companies are be- 
ing taken over as they stand, and 
in the beginning they’ll retain their 
old identities. But, as time goes 
on, more and more of them will be 
combined to obtain more efficient 
operation. Obsolete plants will be 
junked, and modern ones built. 
The small average size of British 
steel companies is. such that the 
entire 92 turn out only half as 
much as U. S. Steel, and only a 
little more than Bethlehem. 

CUT PROFITEERING 

Laborites also say that British 
workers will join much more en- 
thusiastically in the rearmament 
drive if they know it isn’t putting 
money into the pockets of private 
stockholders, The steel industry is 
the foundation of all rearmament, 
To run it as a public service will 
do much to underline the fact that 
rearmament has been decided upon

AND STALL LAYOFFS! 

What concerns steel workers is 

the risk of shutdowns in bad times. 
In 1948 their union, as a contribue 
tion to Britain’s recovery effort, 
changed its rules so as to make 
continuous seven-days-a-week 
operation of the smelting shops 
possible. Steel unionists don’t 
want to wake up one day to find 
they’ve worked themselves out of 
their jobs. In_ short, 
greater security in public owner- 
ship. 
“Churchill and his Tories have 
threatened to put the industry 
back into private hands if they 
win the next election. But they 
aren’t getting much support from 
the public for their stand, The 
average Britisher doesn’t sense 
any great threat to his way of life 
in public ownership for steel.

Wage Increase 


New contract covering mem- 
bers of Butchers Union 506 in the 
Watsonville area of Santa Cruz 


County, in Monterey, San Benito 
and Santa Clara Counties, has 
been negotidted with the butchers 
gaining a $3 per week wage in- 
crease and a welfare plan paid for 
by employers at rate of $10.18 per 
month, 

Executive Secretary Earl A. 
Moorhead of the union said the 
new agreement was reached after 
prolonged negotiations with the 
Central Coast Counties Council of 
Retail Food Dealers, the Employ- 
ers Council of Santa Clara County, 
Safeway Stores Inc., Purity Stores, 
Ltd., Lucky Stores, Inc., and a 
number of individual employers. 

The wage increase brings weekly 
scale to $83 for journeymen, $93 
for managers, $55 for beginning 
wrappers, $68 for experienced 
wrappers, all effective as of Octo- 
ber 30. Apprentices also were 
given the $3 per week wage in- 
crease. 

Effective date for the new wel- 
fare plan is Dec. 1. The plan is 
being handled through the Califor- 
nia Physicians Service, Moorhead 
said, and is similar to welfare 
plans for unions elsewhere in the 
San Francisco Bay Area, 

About 700 members of Butchers 
Union 506 are covered by the new 
retail contract.. Negotiations are 
continuing for the industrial con- 
tract.

Peak. of 1948 


New York (LPA).— Consumer 
prices as of Sept. 15 were four- 
tenths of one per cent within the 
all-time high set in August and 
September, 1948. The National In- 
dustrial Conference Board said its 
index, based on January, 1939, as 
100, was 165.9 Sept. 15. A year 
earlier it was 162.1, and Sept. 15, 
1949, it was 166.5. 

On the same basis the purchas- 
ing power of the dollar was 60.3 
cents in September, 1950, against 
61.7 in September, 1949. 

The Bureau of Labor Statistics 
said average wholesale prices rose 
a tenth of 1 per cent in the week 
ended Oct. 24, and the BIS index 
was at 168.9, a fraction under a 
month ago, 7.3 per cent oyer June 
20, and 10.8 over the same .week 
last year. 

The Agriculture Department 
predicted meat prices probably will 
be higher next year, even though 
the supply will be bigger. Farm 
prices dropped 1.4 per cent be- 
tween mid-September and mid- 
October. 

Industrial production in Septem- 
ber was 211 per cent of the 1935- 
39 average, and the Federal Re- 
serve Board predicted a five-year 
high for October. Department 
store sales for the week ended 
Oct. 21 were 3 per cent above the 
same week last year.
